Inhuman Treatment of Jews by the 
Russian Ruler. 


MARCHED TO THE RAILWAY STATIONS

Loypow, May 15.—The lower order of Jews 
throughout Russia are gathered and marched 
to the railway station in chain gangs, being 
fettered together. There they are put in 
railway carriages and locked in, and a mili 
tary escort accompanies the train. On ar- 
rival in the region of Southern Russia, known 
as the Pale, where Jewsare allowed by 
law to reside, the captivesare turned loose 
to shift as they may. 


certain of payment. The Baster commercial 
settlement of accounts was at hand when the 
expulsion began and the multitade of Jews 
driven out of Moscow left tbebind them un- 
paid debts to the amount of millions of 
roubles. This has involved in bankruptcy 
numerous merchants and others to whom the 
Jews are indebted, and under Russian meth- 
odsonly a small share of the property of 
bankrupts, as a rule, reaches the creditors. 
Thus there isa general Gemoraligation of 
trade in Moscow, Kieff and other cities, and 
in all those places the rich and the promi- 
nent Jews, are, forthe first time, preparing 
to leave the country. Heretofore the rich 
Jews in Russia have rather indifferent 
to the sufferings of their poorer brethren, but 
now allis changed and they make sommon 
cause with them. Several of the wealthiest 
Jews in Moscow, members of the First Gulld 
of Merchants, and enjoying the right of resi - 
dence there, have determined to quit the 


city. 

In the city of Moscow hundreds of protested 
bills are coming before the Judge of the Com - 
mercial Court, who has telegraphed to the 
Minister of Finance for instructiogs. It is 
said that the Jewish synagogue in St.wWeters- 
burg has been sold for 700,00 roubles, and 
that the Moscow synagogue, but recently 
completed, is also for sale. 

BULGARIA'S REPLY.

THE CZAREWITCH’S ASSAILANT. 


HE WAS NOT AN ASSASSIN BUT A POLICEMAN

BEL. May 15.—The Japanese Embassy in 
this city has received advices from Tokio 
stating that the Mikado’s physician reports 
that the Czarewitch’s wound is trifling.

The latest report concerning the affair is 
that the Czarewitchand Prince George were 
returning incognitio from a place of amuse- 
ment, when they came in conflict with police 
officers, who asserted themselves too vigor- 
ously until the identity of the Princes was re- 
vealed. The Princes were without escort at 
the time. The slightness of the Czarewitch’s 
wound is explained to be due tothe fact that 
the Japanese policemen use blunt swords. 


THE POPE’S ENCYCLICAL. 


QUESTIONS DISCUSSED IN THE FORTHCOMING 
LFTTER—THE STATE’S DUTY. 

Rome, May 16.—The Latin text of the Pope’s 
encyclical letter is about to be published. 
Cardinal Manning and Archbishop Walsh are 
collaborating on the English translation. 
The Pope discusses the labor question, up- 
holds the church as the main social factor, 
and says thata solution of the labor troubles 
will be found if employer and employe read 
the Gospel. He advocates State regulation 
of private property to insure the public 
peace. He writes extensively on working- 
men’s associations, including benevolent 
associations and sick benefits, and says the 
State should encourage them as calculated to 
improve the existing social conditions.

The prisoner attracted the attention 
of the officer by knocking on the door of 
his cell. When the warden appeared the 
prisoner struck him with a pitcher, stunning 
him. He then seized the warden’s sword and 
before the injured man could collect his 
senses, ran him through the body with the 
weapon, Killing him. The murderer donned 
the dead officer’s uniform and walked out in 
freedom.

Duncan leaning over the woman 
and Duncan shouted that the woman 
was his wife, who had fallen 
and injured herself. She was removed to the 
farmer’s home and surgeons sent for. Mrs. 
Duncan’s skull was fractured and trephining 
was necessary. The surgeons said the injury 
could not be produced by a fall. Duncan was 
arrested, and on being told that his wife was 
alive he confessed that he struck her. The 
police found a stone covered with blood and 
hatrs. Duncan is a splendid Moguist and it ts 
said that his family occupies a prominent 
social position. His wife he met in Stock- 
holm. Her father is a cigar manufacturer in 
Abo, Finland. 

Duncan was arraigned in court to-day and 
remanded for trial without ball. The phy- 
sicians say that Mrs. Duncan cannot survive 
the day.

Work To-Day of the National Convention 
at Philadelphia. 


PHILADELPHIA, Fa., May 14.—The morning 
session of the convention of the Catholic 
Knights of America did not handle the prin 
cipal topic before the body—the disposition 
of the sinking fund. The Committee on 
Appeal and Grievances reported against 
the appeal of E. D. Conan to have 
his rating changed, and the prayer of 
Branch No. Wagainst expulsion was denied, 
Both subjects will come before the committee 
of the whole this evening. The most im- 
portant réport of the session was the report 
of the Trustees on the charges made by Mar- 
tin J. J. Griffin of the J. Cc. J. Y. Journal, 
against Supreme Secretary Barr. Mr. Griffin 
had claimed that there was crooked work in 
the printing of the directory of the order. 
The investigation of the Board of 
Trustees exonerated the Supreme See- 
retary from the slightest blame. 
The contract for printing the report was 
awarded totwo clerks in the office of the 
Supreme Secretary, their bid being lowest. 
The young men sub-let the contract and the 
use ofthe ©. K. A letter-head from the Sec- 
retary’s office in correspondence having 
to do with the work led to the charges 
made by Mr. Griffin. The trustees and 
the convention decided that Mr. Barr 
was blameless in the whole matter and did 
nothing to lower the dignity of his high 
office.

Northwestern Switchmen. 


CONFLICTING STATEMENTS CONCERNING

HESTER’S NOMINATION DUE TO RECORD- 
ER HOBBS’ PERNICIOUS ACTIVITY.

The Mayor Will Not Send in Holman’s 
Name—He Laughs at the Bernheimer 
Story and Says that He Would Not Go 
to Congress for Less Than $20,000 a 
Year—Council Meeting.

Councilman |-Arnstein was seen dy a 
Post-DisPatcH reporter to-day and in- 
formed of the various reports in 
circulation to his having 
weakened on th combine platform. In reply 
he said: ‘‘The teport that Iam weakening is 
not true; Inever weaken in anything I am 
satisfied is right In relation to these appoint- 
ments I mappel out a policy and I have 
followed it all along and propose to do 80 
until the end.

WATCRIYG THE COUNCIL. 


INTERESTED IN. THE DEVELOPMENTS AT ro- 
NIGHT’ S MEETING—SLATE GOSSIP. 

The balance of Mayor Noonan’s slate will, 
itis generally supposed, receive attention at 
the Council meeting this evening. All the nom- 
inations have been acted upon except those 
of Michael Hester for Chief of the Fire De- 
partment; James McGrath, Building Com- 
missioner ;.E. E. Guton, Jailer; Joseph Gal- 
lagher, supermtendönt of the Poor-house; 
Joseph Le Barge, Dair¥ Inspector; Dr. Heine 
Marks, Superintendent of the City Hospital, 
Dr. Kerley, NN at the Female 
Hospital; Dr. Mueller, Superintendent of the 
Insane Asylum; Don O’Madigan, Superin- 
tendent of Quargtine; Henry Guibor, Super- 
intendent of the House of Refuge, and 
Fred Walsh, John Owens and Fred 
Reinhardt, district assessors. Of these the 
combination has decided to reject Guion, 
Hester, Walsh and Reinhardt. The superin- 
tendents of the institutions, excepting Galla- 
gher and Guiber, are sure of confirmation, 
and the others are still in doubt. Charges 
have been made against Gallagher, the 
Mayor’s choice for Superintendent of the 
Poor-house, and these are now being investi- 
gated,and at its meeting this evening the 
Committee on Sanitary Affairs will decide 
whether it will report for or against con- 
Armation. 

The Fire Department Committee of which 
Councilman Cullinane is Chairman, has not 
yet reported Hester'g momination, and it is 
by no means certaimthat it will be acted upon 
to-night. The committee stands 2 for con- 
firmation and 1 for rejection, and as Culli- 
nane is for Hester he is disinclined to submit 
the report until he id sure of enough votes to 
confirm him. 

BATTERING AT THE COMBINE. 

In the meantime’ the entire machinery of 
the Noonan admigistration is trying to do- 
molish the fen They are confident that 
if they succeed R getting Lindsay out they 
will also triumpi in the endeavor to 
turn the Water Commissioner’s office and its 
extensive contracts overto a Noonan man. 
The Mayor’s friends have not yet given up 
and to-day they declare that Hester will be 
Chief of the. Fite Department and that 
Brown or some other friend of the Mayor will 
be installed as Water Commissioner. Seven 
members of the combination say they will 
stay in session all summer if necessary to 
keep Holman and Lindsay in their offices. 
James of the original solid nine’’ is op- 
posed to Holman, but is understood to be 
ready to help the insurance men 
and others interested in keeping 
Lindsay at the head of the 
Fire Department by voting against Hester. 
Reports are flying thick and fast that Mr. 
Arnsteinis weakeningon the Holman and 
Lindsay propositions, but that gentleman 
says he will vote as the best interests of the 
city demand. He is committed in favor of 
Holman’s retention, but it is claimed that he 
never agreed to make the same kind of a fight 
for Chief Lindsay. 

NOONAN FIREMEN WANT PROMOTION. 

It is understood that if Hesteris confirmed 
three of the Assistant Fire Chiefs will be 
dropped and their places given to men who 
will push the political interests of the 
Mayor. On this theory more than a few of 
the men put on the department by Mayor 
Noonan are at work trying to get these 
places and they understand, of course, that 
Hester will have to be confirmed before they 
can succeed, and for this reason they are ex- 
ceedingly anxious to see a break in the com- 
bination, Despite the unsettled state of af- 
fairs Chief Lindsay is attending closely to busi-

TOURISTS’ BATES.

DENVER, Colo., May 15.—A committee con- 
sisting of many ofthe prominent citizens of 
Colorado appeared before the Trans - Missouri 
Association again to-dgy to argue in favor of 
a tourist rate less than the 20 per cent rate 
established and agreed upon by the Associa- 
tion.

| Ed Noland’s friends have succeeded in 


proving that when they raised the money to 
make up the deficit in the ex-Treasurer’s ac- 
counts, they were given to understand that 
when that was done, Noland would be per- 
mitted to resign without prosecution, That 
was the understanding at the meeting of the 
bondsment which was held at the Lindell 
Hotel, and that was the understanding when 
the money was paid. The fact that the Gov- 
ernor did not personally promise not to pros- 
ecute Noland is admitted, but the represen- 
tatives of the Governor were present at the 
meeting and did not enter an objection to the 
expressed understanding that such was to be 
the outcome of the defalcation. 
OVERALL RECEIVED THE DRAFTS. 

Col. John H. Overall, who was said to have 
received the drafts given at the meeting by 
the bondsmen, says that he did receive them, 
but he did not cash them, Most of them were 
sight arafts, though one was for either thirty 
or sixty days. Col. Overall says he did not 
know of a cipher and had heard of none. The 
fact is that tho amount of money paid to Col. 
Overall by the bondsmen in the form of 
drafts was $1,000 shortof the amount re- 
quired’ to make up the deficit, and that $1,000 
furnished John O’ Day the excuse for refusing 
to pay anything. Not all the bondsmen nor 
even all the Democratic bondsmen were rep 
resented at the meeting, and the failure to 
invite Col. Wm. Swift and Jere Fruin, who 
were on the bond, leads to the 
belief that John O’Day undertook to 
engineer the whole scheme, and the belief is 
corroborated by subsequent events. It was 
at O’Day’s request that Swift and Fruin 
signed the bond and when the shortage 
occurred and O’ Day learned of it the meeting 
was called, but Swift and Fruin were not 
present. The explanation of their absence 
came in the form of an announcement from 
O' Day that he was responsible forthe signa- 
tures of Swift and Fruin and he would make 
their losses good, ashe did not intend that 
they should be involved in any loss on the 
bond which they had signed at his request. 
The offer of Mr. O’Day to bear the losses of 
Messrs. Swift and Fruin was of course a mat- 
ter between them, with which the meeting 
had nothing to do, but it was satisfactory to 
those who were present to know that that 
proportion of the deficit would be made 
good. The fund was then made up, those 
who were short of money giving Col. Overall 
their drafts for their portions, but 
when every one present had paid, 
or promised to pay, there still 
remained $1,000 to be raised. Next day the 
papers contained an account of the meeting 
and gave the names of those who were pres- 
ent, telling for the first time that State Treas- 
urer Noland had defaulted. Mr. Swift learned 
of the defalcation of the treasurer from the pa- 


pers, and called on one of the bondsmen who 
was said to have been present, to learn 
whether the newspaper reports were correct. 
He was informed that they were. He 
wanted to know the condition of affairs, 
and he was told that allthe money had been 
raised except $1,000. Wen,“ hp replied, it 
that Is all that is in the way you can have that 
now. And he wrote his check for $1,000. 
John O'Day had not paid what he had prom- 
ised to pay. He had said he would make good 
the obligations of himself, Swift and Fruin, 
and he was counted on to doit, but when he 
was next seen he was told that Swift had 
made up the amount that was needed 
to cover the shortage and his reply was that 
I Bill Swift wanted to pay his part he could 
do it, and because Mr. Swift paid the $1,000 


pay for either Swift, Fruin or himself. On 
this account the scheme to make good the 
shortage and cover up the theft fell through 
and then followed the revelations of what 
had been going on in the Treasury. 

MAY INVOLVE A BANK CASHIER. 

The end of this Book of Revelations nds not 
been reached. There are factsin the posses- 
sion of bondsmen who are not interested in 
behalf ot either the prosecution or the de- 
fense, which will be brought tolight because 
they want to protect themselves. They 
claim that they have had to pay more than 
they were legally responsibie for. There was 
a transaction in the East where 
Ed Noland did some gambling 
which may involve a bank 
cashier who is said to have certified a check 
under conditions which were, to say the 
least, peculiar. Checks were drawn and 
cashed under circumstances which the bonds- 
men claim relieved them from the obliga- 
tion of their indorsement. And there is one 
statement, which is asserted to be a fact, 
that not all the money which was paid to 
make the deficit good was paid by the bonds - 
men, but that Auditor Seibert paid 
$5 ,000 himself. In stating this it 
is proper also to that 
no improper interpretation should be put 
upon it. There has never been and cannot be 
any question about Mr. Seibert’s connection 
with thisaffair. As Treasurer he was scru- 
pulously correct in all matters, but Noland 
began his peculations while Chief Clerk, when 
Mr. Seibert was Treasurer, and covered it up 
until he became Treasurer himself and Audi- 
tor Seibert’s contribution to the fund was 
said to have been made only because he 
wanted to save the disgrace and not because

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HER HEARING SET FOR ITS MEETING, 
MAY 28. 


Secretary Homan Calls on Gov. Johnson 
For the Hirst and Mosel Testimony—A 
Criminal Charge of Immorality—The 
Fitta Case Before the Grand-Jury To- 
Day. 


Dr. Geo. W. Homan, Secretary of the 
State Board of Health, this morning called 
on Gov. Chas. P. Johnson for certain por- 
tions of the testimony taken in the prelim- 
inary hearing ofthe Laura Fitts case, The 
particular testimony wanted by Dr. 
Homan is that touching upon the moral 
character of Midwife Louise Hotson, the 
dashing ‘‘May Jennings, whose presence in 
the tragic story of Laura Fitts’ shame and 
death has steadily proved the most interest- 
ing feature of the case to the public at large. 
Midwife Hotson, together with George W. 
Dashman, the man inthe case, is now 
held for the Grand-jury under bond of $1,500, 
to answer to the charge of having caused 
Laura Fitts’ death by acriminal operation 
performed on the night of Wednesday, Jan. 
2. Dr. Homan, in the performance of his 
official duty as Secretary of the State Board 
of Health, owing to certain incidental devel- 
opments of the preliminary hearing, will 
have to prefer charges of immoral conduct 
against Midwife Hotson before the board, 
and demand the revocation of the license un- 
der which Hotson follows her profession of 
midwifery. 

The State Board Secretary will base those 
charges on the testimony of Mrs. Ruth Hirst, 
proprietress of a disreputable house at No. 
2011 Chestnut street, and of Kittie Mosel, 
one of the inmates of the house. 
It was for the purpose of securing the testi 
mony of these two witnesses, from which a 
certified copy would be made for his official 
use, that Dr. Homan called upon Gov. John- 
son to-day, the latter as leading counsel of 
the prosecution having had possession of all 
the papers in the case. He was referred by 
Gov. Johnson to Assistant Circuit Attorney 
Zachritz at the Four Courts, who now has the 
oficial stenographic report of the prelim!- 
nary hearing for use before the 
Grand-jury. When Dr. Homan secures 
the copy of the Hirst and Mosel testimony his 
case against Midwife Hotson will be complete 
sofaras the Boardof Health is concerned 
and he will at once take decisive action. 

SUMMONED FOR MAY 28. 

The State Board Secretary will file in the 
Sheriff’s office at the Four Courts a motion to 
be personally served by a deputy upon Mid- 
wife Louise Hotson, registered on the Board 
of Health list of licensed midwives un- 
der her maiden name of Louise Kinzel. 
This notice formally summons the midwife to 


establishment the charges against Midwife 
Hotson will be preferred beforethe State 
Board by Dr. Homan. Hotson has the rigtit 
to employ counsel to defend her at the trial 
and will be given every opportunity to clear 
away the stain upon her morality left by the 
stories told by Ruth Hirst and Kitty Mosel. 
ITS FIRST CRIMINAL CASE. 

Dr. Homan was seen to-day by a Post-Dis- 
PATCH reporter. He said that the only evi- 
dence used against Midwife Hotson would be 
the sworn testimony of the Hirstand Mosel 
women as given at the preliminary hearing 
of the Laura Fitts case before Judge Claiborne 
or as testified to under oath before 
the police. The case would be 
one of peculiar interest inasmuch as it is the 
first in the history of the State Board of 
Health where charges ofa criminal nature 
have been preferred against a practitioner 
licensed under the board regulations. Should 
Hotson fail to disprove the charge of im- 
morality the revocation of her license will be 
accomplished by striking her name from the 
Board of Health list of licensed midwives, by 
publishing the official action of the board 
in the matter, and by notifying every County 
Board of Health throughout the State of the 
revocation of her license under charges of 
such a grave nature. With that action taken, 
the incidental connection of the State Board 
of Health with the Laura Fitts case will be 
ended. The date set for midwife Hotson’s 
appearance before the board will be that of 
the opening day, May 28. 


Before the Grand-Jury To-day. 

The famous Fitts case is again before the 
Grand-jury to-day, and it is more than prob- 
able that this afternoon an indictment will 
be drawn up by Assistant Circuit Attorney 
Zachritz charging Midwife Lizzie Hotson and 
Clerk George W. Dashman with manslaugh- 
ter in the second degree. On Tuesday last the 
testimony of Drs. F. V. L. and A. v. 
L. Brokaw, who attended the un- 
fortunate girl in her last sickness, 
and of Dr. Frank Lutz, who conducted the 
post-mortem examination, wastaken. To- 
day, only Mr. and Mrs. Fitts, Miss Edith Hin- 
man, Detectives Archambault and Tracy and 
one or two other very important witnesses 
were examined. This in the face of the fact 
that more than a score of witnesses were 
summoned, conclusively establishes that the 
indictments will be returned. Had not the 
testimony already taken satisfied the 
members of the Grand-jury that 
enough could be proven against 
the defendants to place them on trial in the 
Criminal Court, the testimony of the other 
witnesses would certainly have been taken 
as the prosecuting officers would insist upon 
every item of evidence which would in any 
Way connect the co-conspirators with the 
criminal operation. No report of the work 
so far done by the Grand-jury is expected 
during the present week, although a partial 
report may be returned to-morrow morning.

shown by the sales of wheat made for future | 


delivery. Already the sales for July amount 
to about 8,000,000 bushels, and this amount is 
constantly being increased. At this season 
of the year sales for July delivery 
were never 80 large. Several 
reasons are given for the addition to 
the trade. First and foremost is the remark- 
able growth of the foreign trade. That there 
would be an unusually heavy demand for 
American wheat this year has long been 
known, but that St. Louis would be called 
upon to supply so large a proportion of it 
was unanticipated, even by the most optim- 
istic. The reason is that the grades of wheat 
handled in this city, and also the brands of 
flour, @re more popular in the parts of Eu- 
rope in which the crop is shortest than any 
other. Were it not for the fact that the State 
Grain Inspection Bureau has made such 
a notably poor record, and has 
in a most marked manner endeavored 
to pass grain mixed with Kansas 
hard wheat as No. 2 red, it is 
believed that the increase in business would 
be much greater even than it is. But, 
fortunately, St. Louls shippers have control 
of the East Side inspection and can prevent 
the rating from being degraded by the politi- 
cal experts. In fact, in giving orders a num 
ber of French buyers have specified that the 
grain sent them shall have passed through 
the hands of inspectors appointed by the 
Merchants’ Exchange. The supply of wheat 
that would naturally come to this city, even 
if the phenomenal foreign demand did not 
exist, will be heavier this year than 
ever before, owing to the fact that 
there has been an immense increase in 
the grain acreage of tributary territory, a 
much greater proportionate increase than 
can beshown by any other city. Another 
marked feature is the successful invasion of 
Chicago territory by St. Louis grain dealers. 
From sections of country that have heretofore 
been practically controlled by Chicago, heavy 
shipments have been made tothis city, one of 
the principal reasons being the persistence 
of the Chicago Board of Trade in refusing to 
allow official quotations to be sent out. Al- 
togother the outlook is more favorable than 
it has ever been at this season of the year.

The Betting on the Big Event Said to Have

GRAVESEND RACE TRACK, May 15.—Every- 
one was asking every other man this morn- 
ing if he thought it was going to rain. and 
the answer was invariably awaited with in- 
terest, because rain meant the spolling of 
what promised to be one of the greatest 
equine contests ever seen in this country.

The track beforethe rain was as good 
as it was possible for human hands to make 
it but nevertheless it was not fastand when 
the rain came it was known it would surely 
be flow. Noone expected to see the record 
broken oreven approached. The top dress- 
ing ot loam that it has received lately has 
not become thoroughly packed, and next the 
rails the track was quite deep. This suited 
most of the horses that were to go to the post 
for the handicap and a great race was looked 
for.

MEN OF MEANS AND ENERGY Am TO 
BE IN THE ENTERPRISE. 


They Also Propose to Transport a Section 
of the Famous Appian Way and Use 
It as a Side-Show to the World’s Fair 
—Details of the Plan-—A Doctor's 
Dream. 


CuiIcaco, III., May 15.—To bring the Colos- 
seum of Rome to Chicago, that is the plan 
which John Aitkin, a retired physician of 
great wealth living on Prairie avenue, has 
prepared and submitted to the Board of Ref- 
erence and Control of the Columbian Com- 
mission which will consider it at its next 
meeting. And he has not submitted it in 
jest either.
